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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of the claims is a ball valve having the combination of symmetrical first and 
second casings of thermosetting resin having a ball seat, coupling flange, lever receiving part, 
ring shaped groove, plurality of coupling holes and a stopper with a ring unit having a first ring 
part seated in both the ring shaped grooves and a second ring part integrally coupled to the first 
ring part and seated in first and second ring shaped grooves on the first and second lever 
receiving parts with a cap fastening both the first and second lever receiving parts .
